Cornelia* Vinderbilt, who biw just 


died, wan bjr far the most creditable 
member of the present generation of his 
family. He worked his way up to his 
high position in the business world by 
hit own exertions, and was recognized 
as a force in bia particular sphere before 
the death of his father,William H. Vau- 
derbilt, fourteen years ago. His career 
was a refutation of the popular notion 
that there is "only three generations be- 
tween shirt sleeves and shirt sleeves" in 
the United States. The property which 
the founder of the Vanderbilt family, the 
original Cornelius, left to his son, Wil- 
liam U. Vanderbilt, was more thin 
doubled by the latter in about a dozen 
years, while that which descended on 
his death to the Cornelius whose demise 
has just taken placa was largely in- 
creased in »hg past ten or twelve years. 
In the Vanderbilt case, as in that of the 
Astors, the family accumulations keep 
on growing from generation to genera- 
tion, though in the divisions, or partial 
divisions, which the deaths of the heads 
of the family necessitate, the holdings, in 
a considerable degree, aro 
diffused 


through a greater and greater number 
of hands from generation to generatioD.

"Two facts that may seein somewhat 


peculiar to shore folks," said aa ex- 
eaUor of the navy, "are, first, that only 
about 
one-half of the 
man-o'-war'a 


men in our service or in any other ser- 
vice, in fact, know how to swim, and, 
second, that sharks are the most cow- 
ardly of all living creatures. It is odd 
that so large a proportion of the naval 
sailors don't know how to swiin, but 
it is probably due to the fact that a 
great number of our man-o'-war's 
men nowadays come from the interior 
of the country, where there is no water 
for them to learn how to swim. In 
the old navy—and I put all of my ser- 
vice in in the old navy, so called—the 
man who couldn't swim was, as soon 
as the fact was discovered by his ship- 
mates, incontinently chucked over the 
side when swimming call went, and he 
just had to swim. Of course, the men 
wouldn't let a 
fellow who didn't 


know how to swim drown before their 
eyes, but they would see to it that lie 
made a hard stab at the art of swim- 
ming before they picked him up. If he 
didn't succeed' in swimming the first 
time, overboard he would go the very 
next time all hands took a plunge over 
the side at swimming call, and thus 
all of the men serving on the old line 
of packets became swimmers before 
they left the service. It is forbidden 
to throw a non-swimmer into the water 
now, but I think it would be a good 
thing if the practice were still con- 
tinued. The officers of the ships to- 
day insist upon 
the apprentice lads 


learning to swim, but they let the non- 
swimmers among the newly recruited 
landsmen go along without learning. 
There have been numerous drowning 
incidents in our navy within recent 
years, owing to the inability of men 
who were otherwise excellent sailors 
in the easy art of swimming. 


"As to the cowardliness of sharks, 


that fact is well known among men 
who have been much to sea in southern 
waters infested by man-eaters. The 
fiercest man-eater that ever bullied a 
)0or little pilot fish into acting as a 
ood scout for him will get out of the 
seaway in mighty big hurry if a swim- 
mer, noticing the shark's approach, 
sets up a noisy splashing. A shark is 
n deadly fear of any sort of living 
thing that splashes in the water. Down 
unong the South Sea Islands the na- 
tives never go in sea bathing alone, 
jul always in parties of half a dozen, 
or so, in order that they may make the 
greatest hubbub in the water, and thus 
scare the 
sharks away. 
Once in a 


while a too venturesome swimmer 
among these natives foolishly 
de- 


taches 
himself from his swimming 


party and momentarily forgets to keep 
up his splashing. Then there is a sud- 
den swish, and the man-eater comes up 
beneath him like a Hash and gobbles 
him. 


MEAT LODGED IN HIS THROAT. 


PAT CLERKS. 


There is not a more hard-working 


or faithful set of men in the naval ser- 
vice than the pay clerks, and it is the 
one branch of the service up to the pres- 
ent time which congress and the navy 
department have failed to reward. In 
fact the men in the positions of pay 
clerk* have for years been unfairly treat- 
ed. 
They are subjected to every law 


and discipline of the service and with- 
out any of the advantages possessed by 
the other officers regarding retirement, 
etc. 
Daring the war the pay clerks 


worked night and day and it is not too 
much to say that no men •wearing the uni- 
form of the navy rendered any more 
valuable service to the country. 
The 


pay clerk has his duty and staton, in 
time of war, and be it 
rushing 


ammunition, assisting a gunner, or aid- 
ing the commanding officer in deliver- 
ing .messages, he is there, takes the 
•am* chance M tho rat and perform* 
few duty well. Moat of the pay clerks 
lure teen from twelve to thitty years' 
**rvie* and when they are by reason of 
•ge unfit for farther duty they are 
kioked into the street without even a 
ptaaioe. 
The pay clerks ahould be

NEW OCEAN SETTLEMENT. 


Fortv Men Now Living on Chrlitman Iiland 


Which W»« Said to be AVurtlileis. 


There is no speck in the ocean big 


enough to set foot on where mon are 
not settling down nowadays, if they 
think there Is a chance of making a 
ittle money. This is how it happens 
that about forty men are living to-day 
on Christmas Island, one of the lone- 
lest spots in the Indian Ocean, about 
200 miles south of Java. Tho island 
s shaped something like a dumb-bell, 
is about ten miles long and in its wid- 
est part has a width of about five 
miles. 


In 1887 the British surveying vessel) 


Plying Fish was ordered to make an 
xaniination of the islands. 
It found 


an anchorage in one of the little bays 
and a number of men were landed. 
They reported that tlie island was of 
ittle value, and no serious attempt at 
ixploratlon was made. A few years 
later it was discovered that rich beds 
of phosphate of lime are on the island, 
and in 1896 Mr. Andrew Hoss, brother 
of the man who owns the Cocos Keel- 
ing Islands, made the journey to 
Christmas Island and decided that 
money was to be made by settling 
there. He went back for his family 
and a few men from Cocos and then 
returned to the island. 
Near the 


chores of Flying Fish Cove a number 
of substantial houses have been erect- 
ed. Wells have been sunk and fruit 
trees aud cocoanut palms planted, 
nnd a small experimental plantation 
of coffee has also been made. The re- 
sults thus far leave no doubt that the 
Island Is well suited for coffee grow- 
ing. In May, last year. Mr. Ross had 
just imported a number of coolies 
from Java to make the necessary prep- 
arations for working the valuable de- 
[toslts of phosphate of lime. The pop- 
ulation then numbered about forty. 


Most of the island Is covered with 


forest. Its climate is delightful, and 
during the greater part of the year re- 
sembles a hot summer tempered by 
iea breezes. In the rich phospbatlc 
soil the trees grow to great height. 
Animal life la seldom abundant on 
oceanic Islands, aud Christmas Island 
Is no exception. There are only five 
species of mammals, two kinds of 
rat* a schrewmouse and two bats. 
The presence of the rats aad the 
mouse must be accounted for by sup- 
posing that they drifted to the island 
on floating wood, while the bats 
cached it by flight. Owing to the 
ihundauce of food and the absence of 
•nemlos. the rats swnrm everywhere. 
3ird» of pasnge appear in the rainy 
reason, and include many varieties.

Majority of Speakers Vigorously Op. 


pote the Industrial, Financial *nd 
Transportation Combinations- W. 
J. Bryan and W. Ilourke Coekrau 
Enthusiastically Received. 


Chicago, Sept. 17.—Workin^men, So- 


cialists, advocates of the single tax 
theory and students of political econ- 
omy were heard at the Civic Federa- 
tion conference on trusts and combina- 
tions. 


A majority of the speakers vigorously 


opposed industrial, financial and trans- 
portation combinations. The problem 
in its relation to Che workingmen was 
discussed in all its phases. 


The Committee on Resolutions held 


Its first meeting and organized by elect- 
Ing former Governor Luce, of Michi- 
gan, chairman, and Itniph M. Basley. 
secretary. It M'ns decided to name 'a 
sub-committee of five to receive and 
consider resolutions that might be pre- 
sented and report to a general com- 
mittee. 


Louis F. Post, the New York~advo- 


cate of the single tax, was the first 
speaker. His address was enthusiastic- 
ally cheered. Thomas .J. Morgan, of 
Chicago, followed on "The Trust from 
the Socialist Voint of View " 


Henry White, secretary of the United 


Garment Workers of America, followed 
in an appeal for government regula- 
tion of trusts. 


The following resolutions, which rep- 


resent the sentiment of the anti-trust 
delegates were referrd to the commit- 
tee on resolutions: 


Whereas. Trusts and Industrial com- 


binations have been formed for the 
purpose of gratifying the greed of their 
promoters at the expense of the general 
public; they destroy competition, nul- 
lify the operation of the economic laws 
of supply and demand, deprive the 
young men of the country of opportun- 
ity to advance: tnko away all Incentive 
to invention and improvement and hold 
out Inducements to d«>1urloratiou and 
base imitation. Inspired by no other 
or higher motive than the insatiable 
greed of their promoters they hold the 
small merchant, the wage earner and 
consumer subject to their arbitrary dic- 
tates. They are the evil of the hour, 
nnd their suppression is of momentous 
importance to the American people. 
Therefore he It 


Resolved, first. That wo nre unalter- 


ably opposed to all trusts and monopo- 
lies as In derogation of the common 
right. 


Second. That we demand of th?sever- 


al states and cities that they take such 
action as will lend to (lie public owner- 
ship of all public utilities, and we de- 
mand of the Federal and state govern- 
ments such legislation as will effectual- 
ly control the railways nnd prevent e* 
tortlon and discrimination. 


Third. That we demand of Congress 


and the Legislatures of the several 
states that they nbollsli all special 
privileges and take whatever action is 
required to destroy monopoly. 


Fourth. That In our judgment no 


candidate for public office Is entitled to 
the suffrages of his fellow citizens who 
does not earnestly declare his hostility 
to all combinations In restraint of 
trade, or the further granting of any 
special privileges, and openly avow his 
purpose to fnvor such legislation as 
will suppress them. 


Fifth. That it is the duty of the 


people by organized effort to secure the 
nominations by the political parties of 
the opponents of trusts and who have 
the integrity, courage and ability to 
defend the rights of the people against 
Impending Industrial slavery. 


Sixth. That the growth of private 


Industrial corporations under the gen- 
eral laws of the several states, and the 
advantages given to such artificial per 
sons by such laws, result in the extinc- 
tion of all natural persons as competi- 
tors with them in every line of busi- 
ness. 


We therefore recommend that the 


several States take immediate action 
to limit tlie purposes for which such 
corporations may be formed, and dis- 
courage their further formation by the 
Adoption of such measures as their wis- 
dom may advise. 


W. J. Bryan of Nebraska, and W. 


Botirke Cockran of New York were 
each down for a speech but Mr. Bryan 
said he had not understood that he was 
to deliver nn address and so did not 
take nny official part in the meetinc.

"At length 
tlu1 men In tlie family ride away in a 
wagon to help a neighbor, returning by 
night with the news that 'the machine 
many be here any time now.' The 
women are thrown into a flutter of ex- 
citomeut, and the next day, while the 
men are gone, the oven is filled with 
loaves, then with pies and oakes. The 
great kettle Is hung on the crane In the 
yard and hams are boiled. All the but- 
termilk is saved to be sent to the men 
in the field, and root beer is brewed.

horses, pulls to the field and other wag- 
ons follow, loaded with singing, shom- 
iiiK, langhim; men and boys, most of 
them neighbors, who Imvo come to 
help get supper and wait on the mon. 
They come on to the house, bringing 
with them many dishes, knives and 
forks and table linen to help out the 
ordinary family outfit.

A Question M to Cuba'* Fitness for 


0*it»Gov«raMaat — Gen. Brooke'* 
Idea Will Probably be Adopted by 
the Administration, Though He U 
Conservative. 
Washington, Sept. 18.—The receipt 


of General Wilson's report by the Wur 
Department completes the gerjea of 
recommendations for the future gov- 
ernment of the Cubans which have 
been made by Uoveiuor General 
Brooke's province commanders. It is 
a remarkable fact that neither Gen- 
erals Wilson, Lee not Wood agree ID 
their Judgment as to the proper thing 
1o be done with the recently liberated 
Cubans—that Is to say, they do not 
agree in the policy which should be 
adopted to make the Cubans Indepen- 
dent of the United States through the 
establishment of a republic. 


General Wilson, who is in command 


of the country provinces of Santa 
Clara and Matanzas, has had wonder- 
ful success in his administration of 
affairs. The conditions under his ob- 
servation have encouraged him in the 
itelJef, which he states In his report, 
that the Cubans can be Intrusted to 
govern themselves as soon after the 
census is taken as is possible to hold 
tin election and withdraw the troops. 


General Lee recommended that the 


Cubans should be aided in the estab- 
lishment of local self-government un- 
der a republic with a President and a 
Congress; but he counseled the reten- 
tion of United States troops lu Cuba 
for an indefinite period, presumably 
to protect ihe Cubans against them- 
selves in the possibility of disturb- 
ances, which would need a strong 
hand for their suppression. 


General AYood, in Santiago, takes 


the most conservative view. He is in 
favor of holding the island under the 
control of the United State* for at 
least a year.

FOR A NATIONAL ISSUE. 


The Anti-Trust Advocates Will Or- 


ganize For Action. 


Chicago, Sept. 18.—Anti-trust dele- 


gates to the National Trust Confer- 
ence took action to make the anti- 
trust movement a national one. A 
meeting of prominent delegates, in- 
cluding M. M. Loclcwood, president of 
the American Anti-Trust League; Con- 
gressman Sutherland of 
Nebraska, 


John I. Yellett of Maryland and others 
was held after the adjournment of the 
conference and decided to bold a meet- 
ing of anti-trust delegates, pass strong 
resolutions and plan for making the 
movement national in scope aud to 
make it the paramount issue in the 
forthcoming campaign. 


Prominent anti-trust delegates de- 


clared the movement was iu no sense 
a political one, but its importance 
overshadowed all else. The Idea of at- 
tempting to force anti-trust resolu- 
tions through the trust 
conference 


was abandoned. It was the general 
opinion that such action would only 
result in a row, and Colonel Bryan's 
action in refusing to present bis reso- 
lutions lor that reason was upheld by 
his friends. 


Their Speeches Cause Comment. 
Chicago, Sept. 18.—The topic of con- 


versation anioue; all classes of people 
here since the close of the conference 
ou the "Uses aud Abuses of Trusts," 
has centered ou the closing speeches 
of the conference delivered by W. .T. 
Bryan aud W. Bourke Corkrau, both 
of which arc declared to have been 
the most masterly efforts iu the line 
of oratory that have been heard in 
thi< dry m a long time. Mr. Bryan's 
speech made it clear thnt he is now, 
a 
1* he always has been, unalterably op- 
posed to trusts aud combinations in 
all their forms and said that no good 
ever had nor ever could result from 
them; that they were the cause of 
much of the suffering among the poor- 
er classes—a coi»inual obstacle in the 
path of prosperity among those who 
labor for their daily broad, and a 
menace to the gentVal business iuter- 
terests of the country. 


Mr. Bryan's speech brought forth 


some remarks from W. Bourke Cock- 
ran in which he tried to make it clear 
that no monopolies could exist with- 
out governmental favor. The moment 
a monopoly abused its opportunities, 
competition sprang up in its own 
tield. "Octopuses" and "crushing mo- 
nopolies" \\cre but [incomprehensible 
noises, at which people took fright, he 
declared, and added that if an incom- 
prehensible noise were to occur right 
then he and all the others would jump 
out ot" the windows. 


The volume of wages is regulated by 


fixed laws, he declared, aud he said it 
was no Utopian dream that ere au- 
other trust conference rolh>d around 
employers and employes would lie liv- 
ing in jM?ace and harmony, with the 
former insisting on the latter joining 
unions. 


Both speeches were received with 


warm outbursts of enthusiasm.

Serious Danger of an Unauthorized 


Clath on the Frontier—Attitude 
of the Boers Not Thought Justi- 
fiable to England lu Commencing 
Hottllltlc*. 


London, Sept. 18.—While the hope of 


avoiding hostilities between 
Great 


Britain and the Boers has undoubted- 
ly diminished, there is still adequate 
Justification for the widespread belief 
in London that war is now inevitable. 
All accounts agree that tho Boer reply 
to the British demands is tantamount 
to a refusal. Nevertheless they reck- 
on without the restraining influence 
of British conscience, who believe that 
England's answer will be a declara- 
tion of war or the firing of a British 


un 
without further 
preliminaries. 


The Boers may expect this; in fact, 
the real danger is that they assume a 
Kiitish intention to immediately at- 
tack them and will seek to forestall 
the British at some frontier point. 


The war spirit is stioiig in England, 


and especially in London, but its 
strength is exaggerated, both in tin- 
press and other public utterances. It Is 
beginning to be realized by conserva- 
tive opinion that the remaining issues 
•with the Boer repnblc will not justify 
England before the world, or before 
her own conscience, in striking down 
a free white people. It may be the in- 
tention of the Salisbury Government, 
sooner or later, by one means or an- 
other, to add the Transvaal Republic 
to the British dominions, but it will 
not be attempted without a better ex- 
cuse than the Boer refusal to grant 
the outstanding demands. Such an 
excuse, unfortunately, may be forth- 


iuiug at any moment. There are 


plenty of agents of Cecil Ithodis, with 
other fire caters, on the Transvaal 
frontier ready to provide it even if tliij 
Boers themselves do not.

Kruger's coiiipanions wanted 


him to give u)> tlie hunt and hurry to 
the nearest surgeca, but Hie intrepid 
young Boer refused. 
Taking out his 


hunting knife he placed the lacerated 
thumb on the stock of lu's title and am- 
putated it himself. Jly tying about the 
stum)) a piece of rawhide he stopped 
the flow of blood. ;>nd. winding around 
it a red handkerchief, he continued tfie 
sport. 


All ill rough his life Krnger has Ind 


narrow escapes from death, and liis ca- 
reer, if detailed fully, would be thrill- 
ing. 
'When only fourteen years old lie 


and his little sister ,-,trayed away 1 roin 
the laager down in Cape Colony, where 
the elder Kruger had settled on emi- 
grating from r.ormany, and while play- 
ing were suddenly attached by a leop- 
ard. Young Kniscr's only weapon was 
a jaekknife, but shielding his sister 
with one arm. he mot iho vicious spring 
of the leopard with iho other, and after 
a bloody struggle succeeded in slab- 
bing it to death. 


His first duty, he believes, is to God, 


find his second to Rhodes, whom he de- 
tests like a poisonous reptile. But- for 
Rhodes, Mr. Kruger says, all would be 
peace and ciuietness in the Transvaal 
So long as this man is in ^outh Africa 
there is no rest for the Koers. and their 
secret service agents may bn found on 
every street in Johannesburg, on the 
lookout for Uitlander conspirators. 


Krnger, in addition to his other ac- 


complishments, is by far the best 
preacher In the Transvaal, and the 
Dutch Reformed Church boasts of 
some capable men there. Ho occupies 
the pulpit in a modern brick edifice 
across the street from his home about 
once a month, and always talks to 
standing room only. He uses no notes, 
but speaks off-hand from a text, and 
does not hesitate to sprinkle a little 
humor in the discourse. In his speech- 
es before the Raad he quotes scripture 
generously, and even more so in con- 
versation. 


As for his private life, that seems to 


be exemplary. 
After rising he prays 


for a long time in his room. and. "talks 
over with the Lord" the questions of 
tho day. When he develops a convic- 
tion in this way he proceeds to act up- 
on it. Kruger's piety once nearly cost 
him his life. A good many years ago 
he suddenly disappeared, and when he 
failed to show up a searching party 
was made up to hunt for Him. 
At the 


end of three days they found the future 
President, who was then fi field cornet, 
lying face down on the open veldt. He 
had been proying three days and nights 
steadily, without food or water, and 
was nearly dead. 


Mr. Kruger is now 7C» years old, nod 


has been elected to the Presidency four 
times. His salary is $35,000. with $1,- 
500 for coffee. 
This he drinks black, 


and so hot that the burghers say it 
will scald the hair off a dog. His life 
has certainly been a remarkable one. 
and at different stages he has been a 
farmer, 
herdsman, 
hunter, 
soldier, 


clergyman, ambassador, triumvir, fi- 
nancier, head of the army, and is now 
serving his fourth term ns President. 


Mrs. 
Kruger has been Mr. Kruger's 


constant' belprhAte through all the 
years of his public life, and their affec- 
tion for each other seems to have 
grown with eaejj succeeding year. She 
is Mr. Kruger's second wife. Kruger's 
first wife was an nunt if Miss Du 
Plessis, and bore bini one son, who 
died. Sixteen children were the fruit 
of this second nuqrlncp. and of those 
seven are living. The girls are com- 
fortably married to burghers in and 
about Pretoria, and the boys take an 
active interst In the army. One son-in- 
law, Captain Eloff, lias marie himself 
famous by building the most expensive 
mansion in South Africa. He has ac- 
crued a fortunp In real estate opera- 
tions, and Is supposed to be worth $2 - 
000,000. One of KruRor'fi sons acts as 
Ills secretary and another is captain of 
an infantry company.

Had Sonic Wonderful Kscapci. 


Previous to the *wsault on Manila, 


U»e Atftur Buttery wu* KUitioueU beUliiJ 
•u old ruined convent, which was nub- 
spqueutly used' as an emergency hoi*- 
pital. At 8:03 o'clock Ueu. MacArtbur 
arrived at this c'onvent, having travers- 
ed a narrow mud road for a distance 
of half a mile or more, while the road 
was swept by the fire from the Spanisb 
infantry. In personally transmitting 
his orders to tho battery commander, 
Gen. Mat-Arthur stood by the roadside 
in earnest conversation, apparently ob- 
livious to the fact that the bullets were 
flying all around him, chipping the 
leave* from the trees and breaking the 
bamboo stalks which lined both sidea 
of the road. The (Jeneral's face was 
calm and as tranquil in expression as 
though he was pawing the time of day 
instead of ordering a battery 
into 


action. 


"Capt. March, do yon understand 


those orders?' 'said the (Jeueral. 


"I do. sir." 
"Well, go ahead; but you must not 


Icse your guns," was the parting order 
of Gen. MacArthur, as he turned and 
mounted his little brown and- white 
pony and rode to the tiring line a hun- 
dred yards ahead. 


When the advance v.-a<5 made on the., 


right of the line the troops were com- 
pelled to pass burning Spanish block- 
house r.i, and the exploding ammuni- 
tion was filling the air with whistling 
shells, which resembled greatly tho 
ping-swiz of a Mauser. As the troops 
approached the zone covered by the 
flight of these whistling shells their 
first impression was that a force of 
the enemy must have been concealed 
beyond the blockhouse, and it is an 
actual fact that one company of in- 
fantry dropped into the ditch beside 
the road and fired two volleys into the 
burning 
blockhouse. A number 
of 


stragglers at each side of the road were 
hugging the bushes as closely as pos- 
sible, believing, no doubt, that they 
were being fired upon by the 'Spanih 
infantry. It was at this stace that 
(Jen. MacArthur came up the road, 
sitting perfectly upright on his mud- 
bespattered pony and seemingly un- 
mindful of the shells which filled the 
air on all sides. Turning to the men 
huddled by the roadside, he said, 
"Come on. tio\s. they'll need you at the 
front," and that was more than suffi- 
cient to start the men past the burn- 
Ing ruins. Through the mud the little 
pony floundered on. catching the head 
of the column just before reaching the 
church at Kl Paco. 


When the Astor Battery reached the 


crossroads in front of El Paco Church 
two shots were lived from their 13-inch 
guns, and then (Jen. MacArthur rode 
out and sat on his horse- in the open 
roadway in front of the guns. Three 
hundred fe<«t ahead a breastwork was 
thrown across the road, and on the 
left side of the road a blockhouse was 
swarming with infantry on the first 
and second floors. Through the woods 
on the right the sharpshooters in the 
trees 
were 
pouring spiteful 
little. 


chunks of lend, which splashed the 
mud all around and went ricocheting 
through the jungle to the left and rear. 
The American infantry hail marched 
by the right and left flanks and wen 
safely ensconsed beind the church and 
stone wall, against which the Mausers. 
were tattooing with a disagreeable 
pang. During all This time Oen. Mac 
Arthur sat like a statue in the centre 
of the crossroads directing the move 
ments of the troops toward the right 
and left flank. Finally he moved to 
ward the road leading westward in the 
direction of the bay. and. as he did so 
two more 3-inch shells flew down the 
road toward the fringe of flame which 
marked the position of tin* Spanish 
breatsworks. Again, riding in front of 
the guns, in a voice as calm as though 
ordering a Change of movement at an 
exhibition, the General said: 


"Cease tiring. Captain; I am going to 


storm these works'." 


Turning and measuring the distance 


with his eye from his position to the 
line of trenches ahead, he drew his 
horse to the left of the road and in a 
clear, firm tone said, "What officer will 
lead a charge down this road?" 


It was to these words, spoken with- 


out a tremor, when the bullets fairly 
flew by in clouds, that a response wa 
sriven by the Astor Battery in a pistol 
charge. 
When the General was ex- 


posed in the centre of the crossroads 
the men. forgetting discipline and then 
own danger, were shouting at the Gen- 
eral. "Look out! you'll be killed!" "Get 
off the horse!" and similar solicirou 
expresions, all of which made as little 
Impression upon the General as the 
Spanish bullets which sung aroum 
him like a thousand hornets and faile 
to touch the mark so bravely exposed 
to them. 


There can be no doubt of this miracu- 


lous escape from 
seeming 
certain 


death, as a hundred pair of eyes saw 
him then and a number of times after- 
ward seated cm the back of that brown 
and white pony, facinc almost certain 
death, with an expression as calm and 
collected as though it was only : 
sham battle with lots of noise and n< 
danger.— An Astor Battery Man, in th< 
New York Sun.
